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REMARKS 


In the September 21, 2006 theOffice Action the Office imposed a restriction requirement on 
pending claim 1*28 as follows: j

Group I, claims 1-20 drawn to a conjugate comprising a therapeutic drug and a 
PEG segment, classified in various classes 4nd subclasses depending on the drug: 
Group II, claims 21-28 drawn to therapeutic method comprising the administration 
of a therapeutic drug and a PEG segment, classified in various classes and 
subclasses depending on the drug.

Applicants traverse this restriction requirement and (elect Group I for further prosecution with the 
understanding that all withdrawn method claims will be rejoined when the product claims are 
found patentable.
